PARIS, April 2%3.—The French War 


Office this afternoon issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

‘Yesterday evening there were fairly 
lively engagements in Belgium. In the 
bend of the Yser, to the north of Dix- 
mude, Belgian troops repulsed an attack 
against the Chateau Vicoque and inflict- 
ed heavy losses on the enemy. To the 
north of Ypres the Germans, by em- 
ploying large quantities of asphyxiating 
bombs, the effect of which was felt for 
a distance of two kilometers (a mile and 
@ quarter) behind our lines, forced us 
to retire in the direction of the Yser 
Canal. - 

“Toward the west and in the direc- 
tion of Ypres toward the south, the en- 
emy’s attack was checked. Vigorous 
counter attacks enabled us to regain 
ground and make many prisoners. 

“In the wooded valley near St. Mihiel, 
by an attack to the east and west of 
the positions previously captured, we 
took 700 meter (more than 700 yards) of 
trenches and made about 10 prisoners, 
including three officers.”’ 
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\THAW GAINS RIGHT TO HAVE 
JURY PASS UPON HIS SANITY 


Judge Hendrick Grants Application of His At- 
torneys Upon Writ of Habeas Corpus— 


Plot to Spirit Him Away. 


NEW YORK, April 23.—The question 
of the sanity of Harry K. Thaw will be 
determined by a jury. 
Judge Hendrick, in a decision handed 
down today, granted the application for 
a trial made by Thaw’s attorneys on a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

After reviewing the Thaw 
decision continued: 

“Thaw is confined in a State hos- 
pital for the insane as a precaution for 
the public. The commitment can last 
only so long as he is insane and he has 
the right at any time, under the law, 
to have his sanity determined upon 
habeas corpus. 

“In view of the different conclusions 
reached in the various judicial proceed- 
ings heretofore, I think the time has 
come when the question of Thaw’s san- 
ity should be determined by the court 
with aid of a jury of twelve men, who 
are not lawyers or doctors, but who 
are called to aid the court by their ad- 
vice in the determination of a question 
of fact.” 

Justice Hendrick set 
date for the trial. 

Thaw Greatly Pleased. 

Thaw was in court when Justice Hen- 
drick announced his opinion. His face 
at once lighted up with pleasure. His 
attorneys, friends and others rushed to 
congratulate him and he was kept busy 
for nearly half an hour shaking hands 
before he was taken back to the Tombs. 

“It will be good news to my mother,” 
he told newspaper men. ‘“‘That’s all I 
want to say for publication.’’ 

The moot question which Justice Hend- 
rick had to decide was whether the 
Court had power to grant a jury trial. 
He held, after a study of the authori- 
ties, that he did have such power. 

He pointed out in the decision that the 
jury was called in ‘‘to aid the Court by 
their advice,’’ and that the finding of 
the etd would not ve binding, if the 
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Supreme: Court

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Court was satisfied thst !t was not in 
accordance with the -evidence and witn 
justice. 

The Court, he said, could disregard 
the jurv’s verdict and render his own 
decision. 

Sheriff Griffenhagen said today that 
he had taken every precaution to frus- 
trate an alleged plot to spirit Thaw out 
of New York State, which came to light 
last night in Norfolk, Va. Without ac- 
cusing Thaw or any of his intimates of 
participation in the plot, the local au- 
thoiities said they had reason to be- 
lieve that plans had been laid to take 
Thaw from his guard on the way to 
court here, place him in an automobiie 
and hurry him to the first train for 
Virginia. 

According to the Sheriff, the plan 
was first revealed by the follqwing le: 
ter forwarded to Assistant District a c- 
turney Frederick J. Groehl by Assis.- 
ant District Attorney Louis Weinrop wu 
Norfolk: 

‘‘A man comes over to see me and he

BERLIN, via London, April 23.—The 
German Admiralty today gave out a 
statement reading as follows: 

“The German high sea fleet has re- 
cently cruised repeatedly in the North 
Bea, advancing into Bnglish waters 
without meeting the sea forces of 
Great Britain.’ 


GERMANS USING 
17ZINCH SHELLS 


Huge Projectiles Hurled Into 
Ruined City of Ypres Be- 
hind British Lines. 
LONDON, April 23.—The Brittish forces 
have shown no disposition under the re- 
peated rushes of the Germans to relax 
their grip on Hill No. 6, near Ypres, and 
the fighting in this locality today shows 
signs of developing along the wide front 
with increasing intensity, even rivaling 
the attempts of the Germans to break 

through the British lines last fall. 

The city of Ypres, whose historic 
#tructures were shattered by German 
projectiles last October, again is the 
target of heavy shelis. Huge 17-inch 
missiles are now being used, and unless 
the~civilian population has fled or is 
taking to its cellars, the losses among 
the people must be heavy. 

Loll in German Attacks. 

There has been a lull in the German 
counter attacks, according to the British 
official report given out this morning, 
but it is assumed that both sides are 
being strongly reinforced, and the tone 
of the British communication indicates 
that the issue has not yet been finally 
decided. The British communication 
says: 

“The German attacks on Hill No. 60, 
which had stopped at the time of issu- 
ing the report of last Monday, have been 
renewed several times. These attacks 
all failed and for the time being they 
have ceased. We hold the entire crest 
of the hill and so deny its use to the 
enemy, who have attached great im- 
portance to it. 

“There is not and there never has 
been any truth In the German official 
communication that the enemy has re- 
captured this position. During the op- 
erations around Hill No. 60 the enemy 
fired shells 17 inches in diameter into 
the town of Ypres. 

“On April 19 one of our airmen car- 
ried put a very bold and successful 
single-handed attack on an airship shed 
near Ghent. He had to run a gaunt- 
let of fire from the ground, directed by 
& captive balloon, in order to attack his 
objective. In spite of this he came 
@ewn to within 200 feet of the ground 
ane effected his object, causing a seri.

The grand jury today attended to the 
final details in the cases of a. H. Fred- 
erick and C. C. Grone, preparatory to 
returning indictments tomorrow, charg- 
ing both men with forgery in the first 
degree, in connection with transactions 
The testimony 


in forged deeds of trust. 
Was virtually concluded yesterday. 

The indictments against 
Aldermen, will be four in 
ings with the Central National Bank, 
Mrs. Anna Weinheimer and Miss Anna 
Polanek. 

Crone will be indicted in four cases, 
covering his dealings with the St. Louis 
Medical Society, Mrs. J. H. Kohring, 
Mrs. Mary Bock and the Klocke Sis- 
ters, Sophie and Louise, of Florissant, 
St. Louls County. 

The Klocke sisters, whose complaint 
Was the latest one heard by the grand 
jurors, found that a purported deed, 
for which they paid Crone $1000, lacked 
the Recorder's stamp, and was not even 
Witnessed by a notary public. 
found to be worthless. Other deeds 
which the women bought from Crone 
are being examined as to their validity. 


Minisnum Penalty, 10 Years. 


Several witnesses have testified to 


frauds practiced by Frederick anc 
Crone, on which charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses and 


forgeries in the third degree could be 
based, but the grand jury has confined 
its indictments thus fer to first-degree 
forgery cases. The minimum penalty 
for first-degree forgery is 10 years, and 
it is expected that both men will plead 
guilty and will accept the most favor- 
able terms iley can get, if they canno: 
get the State to agree to a single 10- 
Year term for each. Frederick is 57, and 
Crone gave his age a few days ago 
as 62, and later as 64. 

Crone yesterday went into a form of 
voluntary bankruptcy, without applica- 
tion to a State or Federal court. He 
deeded to Edward E. Rudolph, as trus- 
tee for Crone’s creditors, all his prop- 
erty, estimated by him to be worth 
$24,000. Rudolph is a lawyer and is 
member of the Board of Aldermen from 
the First Ward. He will be placed un- 
der a $48,000 bond, which the Circuit 
Court will be asked to approve. 

Crone’s lawyer, Lambert E. Walther, 
issued a statement to the effect that 
Crone was trying, by this assignment, 
not to influence the course of the crim- 
inal proceedings, but to give his cred- 
itors the most equitable arrangement 
possible for partial payment of nts ob- 
ligations to them. 

H. C. Pollman of 3609 North teventh 
atreet said yesterday that a downtown 
bank made a loan of $4200 to Crone, 
shortly before his exposure, taking as 
security a deed of trust which he had 
s0ld to Pollman, but had taken back on 
the pretext of getting it renewed. 

Pollman, who. still holds one of 
Crone’s bogus deeds, has also been in- 
formed that Edward Crone, son of C. C. 
Crone, has been trying to raise money 
to meet Crone’s obligations, but has 
had little success, as Crone’s relatives 
and friends are convinced that he will 
have to go to the penitentiary, even if 
full restitution should be made to ev- 


eryone.

It may be 
observed that the water rate has not 
been increased, but has actually been 
decreased to the extent of 10 per cent 
in the last two years, and our whole 
city water system is a source of pro- 
found civic pride. 

Pageant Awakened City. 

The progressive spirit in St. Louis, 
which hes for a long time been latent, 
was quickened by the wonderful dem- 
onstration in the Pageant and ue 
in May, 1914. The Pageant proved far 
more of a success than even its most 
sanguine friends had anticipated. It 

ave new life and determination to all. 

t was this awakened civic interest that 
later on in the year resulted in the 
authorization of bonds for the comple- 
tion of the Municipal Bridge, thus se- 
curing funds for the completion of a 
structure which for years 8 in an 
uncompleted condition. Accordingly, 
contracts have been awarded and men 
are actually at work on same. This 
new confidence has accomplished these 
things, and I think I may say with 
pardonable pride that the year stands 
out as one of the greatest in the 
city’s history. 

I want to cal] your attention to the 
necessity of censoring moving picture 
films shown in St. Louis, so that we 
may rest assured that our children may 
safely attend these shows without being 
subjected to moral danger. While most 
of the films here shown are censored 
under the direction of the National 
Board of Censorship, it is necessary, | 
believe, that you appoint a committee 
and invest it with sufficient authprity 
to inquire into conditions in St. Louis in 
a logical preparation for the passage 
of legislation regulating moving picture 
shows, both as to the character of the 
films shown and as to the physical con- 
dition of the buildings in which such 
pictures are exhibited. The moving pic- 
ture theater is a school. If the films 
are good ones, it is a school for good; 
if the films are bad ones, it is a school 
for bad. Therefore you ghould act 
promptly to protect the morals of the 
children who attend the same. It is my 
information that there are nearly 100 
moving picture shows in the city, many 
of which are not entirely fireproof, and 
some of which are in tents, and these, 
because of their great hazard to life 
and property, should be abolished. Sta- 
tistics prepared by the Building Com- 
missioner show that over 82,000 persons 
attend these moving picture houses 
every day. A large part of this attend- 
ance is children. We should therefore 
be doubly anxious to see that their 
welfare demands protective measures. 

Urges Chain of pe oe 

Nothing affects the welfare of the 
citizens more than parks and boule- 
vards and, while St. Louis ‘compares 
favorably with other cities 
acreage, there has not been a system- 
atic effort made to connect our parks 
by a chain of boulevards. Neither has 
there been an organized effort to 
beautify and improve those sections of 
the city which, without such improve- 
ment, will always remain an eyesore to 
citizens and visitors. Within the past 


two years, however, efforts have been |. 


made to construct a parkway connéct- 
ing the business part of the city by 
a chain of boulevards to the northern, 
western and southern section, but it 
has--only been within the last eight 
months that those plans have assumed 
definite form. Late in the year 1914 I 
urged the Municipal Assembly to pass 
the necessary ordinances connecting 
Twelfth street with Grand avenue by 
means of a parkway extending from 
Market street to Chestnut street, past 
the Union Station and on the westward 
to Grand avenue. The completion of 
this parkway is most important, for 
two reasons; First, such a plan will 
connect the various sections of the city 
by means of a beautiful parkway.

WASHINGTON, April 2. — Secretary 
Bryan did not have his way with the 
Democrats in lowa, for they did not

Wilbur Marsh, the 
new committeeman, & millionaire lum- 
ber man of Waterloo, is a prominent 
Democratic politician and had the sup- 
port of the State organization of his 
party, but was opposed by Secretary 
Bryan. The Secretary of State refused 
today to comment on Mr. Marsh's sé- 
lection.

ITAL IS $76,000 


Accountants Cite Discrepancies 
in Asking for $2961 Instead 
of $1000 Fee. 


Severe criticism of the bookkeeping 


methods of the Meyer Bros. Drug Co., 
which is in the hands of a receiver, are 
contained in a letter from a firm of ac- 
countants, fildd in the Circuit Court by 
Receiver Edwin W. Lee yesterday aft- 


ernoon. Among other things it is al- 


leged ‘that the ledger cash account Feb. 
9 showed a balance of $76,000, whereas 
experts, after eliminating improper 
credits, found it to be only $1700, an ap- 
parent discrepancy of $74,300. 

This statement followed a report filed 
by Receiver Lee several days ago, 
which appeared to show that overdrafts 
by officers and directors of the concern 
and investments by five corporations 
formed by officers and directors had 
taken from the company. $989,593.54 more 
than the investments could repay if im- 
médiate settlement were demanded. 

Accountants Want More Pay, 

The new matter came up when the 
Court was asked to award compensation 
to the receiver, his attorneys and the 
accounting firm of Marwick, Mitchell, 
Peat & Co. for their work under the re- 
celvership. The accountants had orig- 
inally asked for $1000 for their work, 
but later had demanded $2961.25, and the 
letter was sent to the receiver to give 
the reasons for the desired increase. 

The accountants declared they had 
found the books so involved that they 
had to go back to the records for 1901. 
The investigation included several real 
estate transactions, life insurance pol- 
icles and advances to real estate cor- 
porations which had to be thoroughly 
examined. 

“Scarcely an account on the private 
ledger,’” says the accountants’ letter, 
‘“‘was in accordance with the facts, and, 
as you are aware, this involved the 
expenditure of a considerable amount 
of time and thought, in order that the 
records might be rectified. 

Illustrated by Cash Account. 

“To illustrate this point, the cash 
account might be taken as an instance. 
The balance, as shown by the ledger 
Feb. 9, 1915,° was approximately $76,000 
and, after elimination of all amounts 
improperly carried in the cash account, 
it was reduced to a figure of about 
$1700. 

“Several other accounts were in equal- 
ly as bad condition. The accounts re- 
ceivable contained many items which 
could not be classed as assets of the 
company. Considerable difficulty was 
encountered in connection with accounts 
payable, notes payable and acceptances 
payable, all of which represented lia- 
bilities to the credtiors. A large num- 
ber of these accounts were far from 
being in agreement with statemenis ren- 
dered oy creditors and this involved 
many adjustments, including the elimi- 
nation of contra accounts.” 

The letter adds that these things 
might have been avoided if the com- 
pany had its books properly audited 
at regular intervals. 


Accountants Get Demands. 
The accountants informed Receiver 


Lee that they had three men working 
en the books for six weeks and some- 
times had five. Judge Taylor awarded 
the compensation asked for. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter tried 
to ask Treasurer Charles W. Wall about 
the letter for a statement, he was in- 
fc:med that Wall was not well and 
vould not be in his office until the 
efternoon. T. J. Meyer, secretary, said 
over the telephone he would not make 
a statement about the letter until he 
had conferred with other members of 
the company, if he decidéd to make one 
at all. 

Judge Tavlor awarded Receiver Lee 
$7500 for his services for 72 days, or more 
than $100 a day. Lee was appointed re- 
ceiver at the request of the creditors. 
He expects to end the recei?Yership in 
the State court about May 1, to begin 
& receivership in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. Plans are under way for 
reorganizing the company and are said 
to have every prospect of success. 

The receiver reported that in the two 
months he has been in charge he has 
bought supplies and merchandise to the 
amount of $378,000, has paid on account 
more than $300,000 and has made a net 
profit of $65,000. 

Meyer Bros. is the oldest and largest 
concern of the kind in St. Louis, doing 
an annual business that rung ,between 
$3,000,000 and $5,000,000. Its, financial 


} troubles are said to have begtR when 


it dropped $260,000 in the Boar War 
concession at the World’s Fair, which 
it financed in 1904.

ABANDON PLANS 
70 BURN EFFIGicS 


Cremation at College Was to 
Signify Disapproval of Two 
Belleville Graduates. 


Students of McKendree College at 
Lebanon, Ill., who had planned: to burn 
in effigy J. Nick Perrin and Loraine 
Perrin, his son, city attorney of Belle- 
ville, last night, were persuaded by 
members of the faculty to abandon the 
purpose because it was feared the cre- 
mation ceremony might precipitate trou- 
ble with the Lebanon wets, who were 
defeated in Tuesday’s election. 

It had been proposed, also, to take 
& protrait of J. Nick Perrin from the 
wall of Plato Hall, where it has hung 
for years, and burn it, but more con- 
servative counsels prevailed. ‘There is 
a sentiment, however, in favor of re- 
turning the portrait to Perrin. The lat- 
ter is a member of the Platonian 8o- 
ciety of the college. His son is a mem- 
ber of the Philosophian Soctety. 

Feeling against the Perrine grew out 
of street speeches made by them Mon- 
day night in favor of the saloons. As 
both were educated at McKendree Col- 
lege and the welfare of the college was 
the principal reason for the campaign 
to drive out the saloons, it was felt the 
action of the Perrins constituted dis- 
loyalty to the college. 

‘The Philosoephian Society, at a special 
meeting Wednesday, directed that reso- 
lution be prepared ecensuring Loraine 
Perrin for his participation in the cam- 
paign on the side of the wets. Buth 
societies are to meet tonight and it is 
expected that each will take action. 

Considerable commotion was caused 

by the posting of notices by the students 
at noon yesterday of “The Cremation of 
Nick and Loraine,” to take place at 6:30 
Pp. m. On the campus. There were to be 
speeches and music, accerding to the 
announcement. 
Veared It Would Be Misconstrued. 
Although the proposed cremation was 
intended only to show disapproval of 
the action of the Perrins as former stu- 
dents, in conduct deemed inimical to 
the college, members of the faculty, 
feeling that the ceremony might be 
misconstrued as a glorification over the 
defeated wets and cause bad feeling, 
asked the. students to forego it and 
they censented to cal! off the cremation. 
The students disclaim any intention of 
gloating over the defeat of the wets 
or to hinder the Perrins in the exercise 
ef their personal liberty in advocating 
the cause of the saloons, but they resent 
the action of the Perrins in trying to 
keep Lebanon wet to the detriment of 
the college where they were educated. 


MAN AND WIFE IN FIRE WHICH 
DESTROYS OLD POZZONI HOME 


Couple Forced to Flee.in Night 

Clothes From Blaze That Burns 

St. Louis Landmark. 

The old Pozzoni mansion at 724 North 
Wehster avenue, Kirkwood, owned and 
occupied by Daniel W. Foley, a re- 
tired broker, was destroyed by fire at 2 
o’clock this morning. 

Mrs. Foley was awakened by the scent 
of smoke, and called to her husband. 
Foley, half awake, said he gmelt none, 
and dozed a few minutes. Then he was 
awakened again. He started for the 
second-floor hallway, and found flames 
had cut off escape in the front.

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GETTING RICH ON WASTE. 
Gustave C. Roeder, the Post-Dispatch’s staff 
correspondent in Germany, thus quotes the Ger- 
man financiers: 

They declare that the longer the war lasts 
the richer Germany will get, since all the 
money used for war purposes is spent in 
Germany exclusively. 


What extraordinary economics! If a nation can 
get rich trading with itself why struggle and scrap 
for foreign trade? If it can get richer selling 
itself war supplies, to be devoured and burnt up 
in the trenches, war is more of a blessing than 
Treitschke and Bernhardi ever dreamed it could 
be. The go-called waste of war is a profit. 
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WHAT IS THE MATTER? 

On the question “What is the matter with the 
United States?” Herbert N. Casson has written a 
brief article well worth careful reading by every 
American, particularly every American business 
man. Mr. Casson shows how the war spells op- 
portunity and where it lies: 

As I have been residing in London since the . 
beginning of the war, I have been hearing this 
question asked on all sides. I have never heard 
any satisfactory answer. No one seems to 
know. 

Why are the American factories not running 
night and day? Why are the railroads not 
opening up new territories and getting ready 
for the millions of immigrants who have al- 
ready made up their minds to leave Europe 
as soon as the war is over? 

Why are there not 50 American drummers 
in London right now, trying to sell $200,000 - 
000 worth of American goods in place of the 

goods that were bought last year from Germany 

and Austria? 

Why have advertisers become quitters, just 
at the time when their advertisements were 
most needed and most effective in cheering 
on the business forces of the United States? 

From the European point of view, the United 
States is a haven of peace and security and 
prosperity. It has no trouble that it dare men- 
tion to Belgium or Austria or France or Ger- 
many or Servia or Great Britain or Russia. 

Every tenth Britain has enlisted. Every 
tenth Frenchman is at the front. Every tenth 
Belgian is dead. What does the United States 
know of trouble? 

If I could afford it, I would charter the 

‘Mauretania’ and ‘Lusitania,’ and convey 
a party of 5000 American advertisers to Eu- 
rope for a trip of education. I would give 
them a week in London, a week in Paris, and 
a week in Antwerp. 

I would let them look at the United States 
from the scene of war. I would give them a 
look of real trouble. I would let them see 
trains, ten at a time, five minutes apart 
packed with the maimed and the dying. 

I would let them hear, from fragmentary 
survivors, the incredible story of battle- 
fields 150 miles wide, and armies that are 
greater than the entire population of Texas. 

I would let them see graves 100 yards long 
and full, and Belgium, the country that was, 
nothing now but 12,000 square miles of wreck- 
age. 

Then, when they began to understand, to

FIGHTING THE WHITE PLAGUE 
In his comprehensive message Mayor Kiel 
recognizes the need of better provision for the

war on tuberculosis. 

He recommends a general improvement bond 
issue among the purposes of which shall be the 
extension of the hospital for tubercular patients. 

The necessity of a vigorous campaign with 
all the required facilities against the white 
plague in this city is manifest. St. Louis cannot 
permit the continuance of condfitions which 
place her first in the percentage of deaths from 
tuberculosis and last in the provision made to 
combat it. 

The reason for the heavy toll on account of 
tuberculosis may be found in the fact that St. 
Louis spends only 20 cents per capita for sani- 


tation, less than any city of her class. Boston 


spends 80 cents per capita. 
Mayor Kiel has done well to call attention 
to our needs in this respect and to urge ade- 


quate provision. His recommendation should 


be acted upon.

THE PRESIDENT ON RELIABLE NEWS 

In his speech at the Associated Press luncheon 
President Wilson warned the newspaper men 
present against the danger of publishing unreliable 
news, evidently basing his remarks on a par- 
ticularly unjustifiable case of “fake” news which 
first appeared in the New York Herald and in a 
St. Louis morning paper, but which the Post- 
Dispatch treated as a mere rumor publishing at 
the same time an authoritative denial of the 
story. Among other things the President said: 

There is news and news—there is what is 
called news from Turtle Bay that turns out 
to be falsehood, at any rate in what it Is 
said to signify, and which, if vou could get the 
nation to believe it true, might disturb our 
equilibrium and our self-possession. 

We ought not to deal in stuff of that kind. 
Wé ought not to permit things of that sort 
to use up the electrical energy of the wires, 
because its energy is malign, its energy is ~~ 
of the truth, its energy is of mischief. * *® 

The world ought to know the truth, but the 
world ought not at this period of unstable 
equilibrium to be disturbed by rumor, ought 
not to be disturbed by imaginative combina- 
tions of circumstances, or, rather, by circum- 
stances stated in combination which do not 
belong in combination. 

For we are holding, not I, but you and gen- 
tlemen engaged like you, the balances in your 
hand. This unstable equilibrium rests upon 
scales that are in your hands. For the food of 
opinion, as I began by saying, is the news of 
the day. 

It is worthy of note that the false and mis- 
chievous story of the Japanese attempt to estab- 
lish a naval base at Turtle Bay first saw the 
light in a reputable morning newspaper. The so- 
called “yellow” afternoon press was not responsi- 
ble for it. As a matter of fact, the metropolitan 
afternoon paper, carrying the Associated Press 
service and with well-equipped news bureaus in 
other great cities, with its own leased wires and 
with capable correspondents all over the country, 
is in a most favorable position to publish reliable 
news. Its news is not hastily gathered and thrown 
together. There is no more need for haste or 
carelessness than with the morning newspaper 
And the afternoon paper, of course, has the most 
recent news, because most events happen during 
the day, while the world is at work. 

The President’s impressive warning should be 
heeded. False news may disturb the equilibrium 
or a city, a country or of the world itself. 
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WHY THEY OPPOSE IT. 

Many reasons are alleged for the financing of 
anti-woman suffrage societies by men controlling 
rich and powerful corporate interests. The real] 
reason is their dread of an enlarged electorate. 
They not only oppose giving the ballot to the wom- 
en, but they are constantly at work, whenever op- 
portunity offers in any of the states, trying to re- 
strict the use of the ballot by propertyless men. 
Happily for the ideals of democracy, there is a 
counter current, more powerful than that set in 
motion by the privileged class, which tends to 
enlarge the use of the ballot by poor men, and by 
women. 
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THE IDEAL POOR MAN’S LIFE. 

Pity the sorrows of a poor old man, Gen. Dodge 
of New York, who died thinking he was rich, but 
in reality owing $80,000. On the supposition that 
he was rich, however, the General had always 
fed well, and he enjoved the sentimental luxury 
of making a will leaving vast sums to charitable 
and religious institutions. Depending on how 
vou look at it—-he left something to be desired, 
from the rich man's viewpoint; but from that of 
the poor man his life may be considered ideal. 
(Incidentally he had a _ luxuriously furnished 
heart and treasures of mind; a beautiful outlook 
upon the world.) 

Not to realize that one ts not wealthy means 
freedom from so many cares that are purely sor- 
did. It is the next best thing to not caring a 
rap whether one is rich or not. While almost 
any poor man is as rich as Gen. Dodge, only he 
doesn’t know it, the veritably richest men in the 
whole world are those who do know how poor 
they are and make the most of it. 

You recall the Persian parable about a sick 
and unhappy Creesus who sent out his men to 
seek and procure for him the shoes of the happi- 
ert man alive—and when at last they came upon 
the poetically perfect specimen, a jovrous tat- 
tered wretch, singing in the fields, alas! they 
found he had no shoes. Is not real happiness al-

president many years. She inherited 
his holdings and was in a position to 
control the company itself. 

As a girl Miss Dyer was fond of so- 
cial amusements and gave iittie 
thought to what was going on in ti 
world until she met and married Dr. 
James P. Warbasse, a brilliant physi 
clan, when he was just beginning to 
attract attention as a sociologist. Her 
marriage, she says, ‘educated’ her. 
After it she began to study the prob- 
lems of the day. Children came—six ‘n 
all—and they “educated her some 
more.’” After doing her full Juty to her 
home she still found time for sociolog- 
ical work. She says she eariy devel: 
oped a sincere belief in organized la- 
bor. 

Her Own Account of the Plan, 

Here is Mrs. Warbasse’s own account 
of her plan for the Dennison company: 

“this is just a step in the direction 
of the inevitable for the one-man power 
in the industrial world is already 
doomed.

The pre« 
ferred stock now has no voting powen 
The power to vote is vested now en- 
tirely in the industrial, with the excep- 
tion that if for any year the dividends 
average less than 4 per cent, or for any 
two consecutive years less than 6 per 
cent, and for any three consecutive 
years less than 7 per cent, then the 
preferred stockholders shall have the 
sole voting power of the company, but 
they shall not have the power at, any 
time to change the general plan: and 
when full obligations to the preferred 
have been earned again, then the sole 
voting power shail revert again to hold- 
ers of the industrial stock, the em- 
ployes. 
“There is also another provision, 
which stipulates that no new industrial 
stock shall be issued unless there is a 
dividend of at least 5 per cent on the 
outstanding industriar. Then, after all 
the preferred dividends have been pro- 
vided for, there must be set aside out 
of the remaining net profits 5 per cent 
for the proposed buying in of all the 
first preferred stock of the company. 

To Be Employes’ Entirely, 
“You see, we want to make this com- 
pany the employes entirely, so we hit 
upon this plan for buying in all the 
preferred stock, the kind I own. The 
prices to be paid in purchasing are to 
be agreed upon by the sellers and the 
board of directors of the new corpora- 
tion. 

“Then the remaining net profits shal! 
be divided among those Principal em- 
ployes who are still with the company. 
Lach one of them will get a share pro- 
portionate to the salary paid each one 
for the preceding calendar year. This 
will be paid by issuing to him author- 
ized common or industrial stock. 

“And, furthermore; we have poraps 
it wise to provide that whem an em 
ploye leaves the company. ne matte 
what the reason, or dies, he must se 
back his shares to the company =| 
their par value, or his assignees must ¢ 
turn them back. It is optional with the 
company to issue to the employe or his 
legal representative an equal amount. 
of other stock. 

‘All salaries of $1200 or more must be 
approved by a two-thirds vote of the 
full board of directors, of whem there 
are to be not less than five nor mere 
than nine, as a majority vote of the 
stockholders will have to determine, 


Still Subjeet te Discipline. 
“The principal employes are subject, 


like every other employe, to the same 
rules and discipline and they can be 
dismissed for incompetency, misconduct 
or any other cause. But ff they are 
discharged or forced to resign they 
have the right to appeal to their own 
board of directors, and the decision of 
this board will be final. 

“Also it is provided that net more 
than half of the net profits remaining 
after satisfying all prior requirements 
shall be paid in dividends upon indus- 
trial partnership stock, and no one 
such dividend can exceed 0 per cent. 

“I think these are the main co 
tions upon which we have st 
aside. Now I did not approve of that 
stipulation about principal employes. I 
wanted every employe, no matter how 
much or how little he earned, to share 
in the profits, and I hear that employes 
earning less than $1200 do share. 

“Tl tried to get Mr. Dennison on the 
telephone to ask him about that, but Tf 
couldn’t. It may be that he amended 
the charter to take them in. I hope 
that is so. 

No Charity tnveived. 

“There is no charity involved tn this. 
We are not giving them anything: we 
are simply getting away from the curse 
of absentee ownership. The employes 
live right by the factory and the di- 
rectors will be of their number.” 

Mrs. Warbasse stopped and smiled. 
She looks voung Indeed to be the 
mother of six children. which she is. 

“After all,”’ she continued, “T do not 
expect ever to see the world reformed. 
1 am interested in labor questions, ti" 
equal suffrage, in a number of outside 
things, but the greatest interest I have 
is my children. 

“I don't think that women even if 
they had the vote would make this old 
vorld radically better. They aren't any 
better than men. Some of the Suffra- 
gettes make a mistake by pretending 
they can get along without men. They 
can't. Men are not inferior to women, 

“We should all try to learn, and the 
hest thing for us to study is human- 
‘ty. That's the great essential. Learn 
each other and each other's viewpoints 
and then we will be more willing and 
better able to give each other justice.”

on Tuberculosis 


| St. Louis Spends Less to 
Maintain Public Health 
Than Five Rival Cities 


N analysis of United States 
A census statistics made by the 
Municipal Finance and Tax- 
ation Sommittee of the Ciwic 
League shows that in maintenance 
expenditures for public health St. 
Louis is behind all the other cities 
of approximately equal population 
in the United States—Boston, 
Cleveland, Baltimore, Pittsburg 
and Detroit. 

The report, which was submitted 
to the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, March 31, attnibutes 
the high death rate from tuber- 
culosis in this city to failure;sto ap- 
propriate money for prewentive 
health work. 

Of the six cities studied, Boston 
ranks first in maintenance expen- 
ditures for this purpose; Pittsburg 
second, Cleveland third, Baltimore 
fourth, Detroit fifth, and St. Louis 
sixth. 

For 10 years St. Louis has had 
@ greater per capita income from 
all sources than Detroit, Cleve- 
land and Baltimore, yet all of 
these have surpassed St. Louis in 
spending money to keep down such 
diseases as tuberculosis.

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$144.400 SPENT 
BY CINCINN jTI 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


CINCINNATI, April 23.—This city has 
gone resolutely at the task of reducing 
its comparatively high death rate from 
tuberculosis. The showing made by 
past statistics is believed to have been 
somewhat unfair to Cincinnati, for the 
reason that many tuberculosis patients 
from other parts of the Ohio Valley 
have come here to take advantage of 
the municipal tuberculosis hospital, one 
of the first built in the United States. 

A system of investigation has been 
instituted which is now keeping these 
outside patients from entering the city 
institution, and is leaving its facilities 
free for the use of bona fide residents 
of Cincinnati. Last fall, by vote of 
the people, the expenditure of $350,000 
for additions to the hospital was au- 
thorized. With these additions it will 
accommodate 400 patients. 

Last year the city, through city de- 
partments and private organizations, 
spent $144,400 in caring for poor tuber- 
culosis patients. The city maintains a 
tuberculosis clinic, in co-operation with 
the Anti-Tuberculosis League, and vis- 
iting nurses are employed, who give 
instructions in hygiene and preventive 
measures, and who report advanced 
cases. These are required to be sent 
to the hospital. A strict inspection and 
pasteurigation of milk has also been 
adopted, as a means of preventing infec- 
tion from the milk supply. The school 
authorities last year provided treatment 
for 1619 anemic and “pre-tuberculous 
children, and a school penny luncheon 
association provided thousands of poor 
children with wholesome food.

A note for $4,000 was turned over to 
Mra. Johnson, the husband said, as 
security for an $8000 loan. The note 
was executed by the candy company 
in favor of Johnson. When he was 
asked whether he had any evidence 
of the $8000 loan, or any witness to it, 
Johnson answered negatively.

BERLIN, April 23.—A picture of deso- 
lation, 5500 houses destroyed, thousands 
of peasants homeless and living in holes 
in the ground, is drawn in the reports 
now reaching here from Russian Poland. 
The Russians fleeing before the Ger- 
man advance have left the territory a 
veritable wilderness tn which only dis- 
ease can flourish. Peasants who still 
remain show utter indifference to their 
condition and are making no effort to- 


j ward reconstruction or the planting of 


crops. 

Three-quarters of Poland has been hit 
by the war and the damage is estima- 
ted at $500,000,000. Virtually all the cat- 
tle and horses in the country have been 
carried off by the retreating Russians. 
Their destruction of the villages ap- 
parently was for the purpose of check- 
ing the Germans.

Louisiana Man Ends Life When Criti- 
cised for Marrying Divorced Woman. 

SHREVEPORT, La., April 23.—Nathan 
Brier, a wealthy merchant of Abing- 
don, La., a bridegroom of two days, 
killed himself today.

Cc. T. Durbridge Wednesday. 

Friends say criticism of his marriage 
to a divorced woman caused him to 
shoot himself. He formerly had a store 
in Little Rock,

| WORLD'S WHEAT ACREAGE 
NOT MUCH INCREASED 


WASHINGTON, Aprfl 23.—-Great impetus 
to an almost universal movement to expand 
the world’s wheat acreage this year. is noted 
in the agricultural outlook issued today. 

‘Rapidly: advancing prices, excited mar- 
kets and enormous transactions in wheat; 
“ague apprehensions of the eventual exhaus- 
tion of supplies in others and a subronectous 
realization of the calamitous consequences of 
any material shortage in the world crop in 
1915, with other causes,’’ are responsible, 
Savs the department's official publication. 

Winter wheat has been, sown on an exten- 
sive scale in the Northern Hemisphere, ex- 
cept in some of the countries at war. Canada, 
United States and British India show an 
increase of 8&.4)0.000 acres In Germany and 
the British Isles the acreage is more than 
last year, but in Russia it is less. The 
warring European nations ordinarily sow 
about 455,000,000 acres and it is generally ad- 
mitted there has been a reduction, appar- 
ently for the most part in France, Austria- 
Hungary and Servia. 

Heavy sowings of spr¥g wheat were ex- 
pected, but present indications do not point 
to the large jnerense once anticipated. Owing 
to the prolonged closing of the Dardanelles, 
Russia's surplus wheat from last harvest is 
believed very heavy. The depressing effect 
of this surplus seems to be having a fre- 
straining influence on spring wheat seeeding 
operations. A probable reduction of 10 to lo 
per cent in the Russian area would go far 
toward neutralizing the expected heavy in- 
crease jin all other spring wheat countries 
and leave the world’s acreage little, 
larger than last year’s.

SELLING $2.01 A BUSHEL 


CHICAGO, April 23.--Wheat rices ad- 
vanced quickly today. owing to Liverpoo! re- 
ports that supplies there were not meeting 
requirements. Argentine offerings were said 
tu be very small, with prices for India car- 
goes rising and already as high as $2.01 a 
bushel. According to a leading authority, no 
European country had yet purchased a nor- 
mal quota.
